S.R.O, 59.- — In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President 
hereby niukes the following rules regulating the method of 
recruitment to certain class III posts in the Museums at 
the National Defence Academy, jCHARAKVASLA and the 
Indian Military Academy, DEHRADUN, namely: — 

1. Short title and commencement.— ( 1^ These rules may 
be called the National Defence and Indian Military Acade- 
mies (Museum Staff) Recruitment Rules, 1973, 

(2) 1 hey shall come into force on the date of their publi- 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

2. Application. — ^Those rules shall apply to the posts as 
specified in column 2 of the Schedule annexed to those 
rtiles. 

3. Number, classification and .scale of pay.—The number or 
posts, their classification and the scales of pay attached 
Ihcielo shall be as specified in columns 3 to 5 of the said 
Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifica- 
tions. — The method of recruitment to the said post, age 
limit, qualifications and other matters connected therewith 
shall be as specified in columns 6 to 14 of the Schedule 
aforesaid; 

Provided lhat the upper age-limit prescribed tor direct 
recruits may be relaxed in the case of candidates be- 


longing to the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and 
other special categories in accordance with the orders of the 
orders of the Central Government issued from time to time. 

5. Dlsqualificaflon.s.— No person; 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 

a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 

contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to any of the said 
posts; 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the Personal Law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the 
marriage and that there are other grounds for so doing, 
exempt any person from the operation of this rule, 

6. Power to relax.— Where the Central Government Is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order, for reasons to be rccorde'd in writing, relax any 
of the provisions of these niles with tcspcct to any cla.ss 
or category of person.s. 

7. Saving. — -Nothing in these rulc.s .shtdl affect reservations 
and other concessions required to be provided for candidates 
belonging to the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and 
other special cat^ortes in accordance with the orders issued 
by the Central Government from time to time in this re- 
gard.

S.R.O. 60 — Whereas the Director, Central Organisation. 
Ministry of Elefence, and ex-oflicio Secretary, War Bereaved 
and Disabled Servicemen Special Relief Fund, hereinafter 
referred to as the Fund has applied for vesting the Fund 
described in Schedule ‘A’ annexed hereto, in the Treasurer 
of Charitable Endowments for India and for the settlement 
of a Scheme for the administration of the Fund. 

]t is hereby notified that in exercise of the powers con- 
feiTed by sections 4 and 5 of the Charitable Endowments 
Act, 1890 (6 of 1890), and upon the application as afore- 
said and with concurrence of the said Director, the Central 
Government hereby orders that the Fund shall, as from 
the date of publication of this notification, vest and be 
henceforth vested in the Treasurer of Charitable Endow- 
ments for India to be held by him and his successors in 
office fsubiect to the provisions of the said Act and the 
rules made thereunder) upon trust to hold the Fund and 
the income thereof in accordance with the trusts and terms 
set out in the Scheme set forth in Schedule ‘B’ annexed 
hereto for the administration of the Fund; 

And it is hereby further notified that the said Scheme 
has been settled for the administration of the Fund under 
sub-section (1) of section 3 of the said Act, and that it 
shall come into force on the 20th February, 1973. 


SCHEDULE ‘A’ 

Rupees five crores out of which rupees four crores lo be 
invested in the trustee securities. 
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SCHEDULl- ‘B’ 

1. Short title. — This Sehemc shiill be known as the 
SCHEME I'OR THE ADMINtSTRATION OF THE WAR 
BEREAVED AND DISABLED SERVICEMEN SPECIAL 
REI.IEF FUND. 

2. Definitions. — In this Scheme, unless the content otherwise 

reqiiiic.s — 

(a) “fleperulcnt'’ means the wife, non-earning .sons below 
the age of 23 ycnis, non-earning unmarried or widowed 
dmighters, non-earning brothers below the age of 23 years and 
non-eai’ning unmarried or widowed si,sters and needy parents 
of the ex-servicemen, actually dependent on the servicemen , 

(h) "Fund" means the War Berc.avcd and Disabled Service- 
men Special Relief Fund ; 

(c) ‘‘sorvicemen" for the purposes of this Scheme means 
any person, including a civilian, who has served in the Armed 
Forces, or such tmits of the Territorial Army or General 
Resci’ve Fngineering Foi'ce as are serving or have served 
wilh or imdei- the contiol of the Armed F’orecs during the 
pen'od of operations and is dead or is presumed to be killed, 
or has been or is likely to be permanently invalided out of 
service due to injuries sustained in any. of the following ope- 
rations, namely 

(i) 1947-4S Kashmir operations ; 

(ii) Hyderabad operations ; 

(Hi) Goa Operations ; 

(iv) Chinese Aggression, 1962 ; 

(v) Indo-Pak conflict 1965 Including Kutch and Kargil 

operations ; 

(vi) Indo-Pak conflict of 1971, 

3. Objects of the Fund.— (1) The Fund shall be applied 
towards making recurring or non-recurring grants or loans 
to war bereaved and to disabled servlcement or their depen- 
dents, in connection with their education, training rehabilita- 
tion, relief and welfare or for meeting expenses partially or 
wholly on prolonged hospitalisation in deserving cases or 
for incurring expenses on purchase of a residential plot or 
house, or towards construction or repair of houses not financed 
from any other normal source or under any other scheme 
of the Central or State Governments or for payment of inte- 
rest on a loan taken for construction of a house or for 
payment towards rent of a hired house or such other relief 
measures as may appear to be necessary, 

(2) The fund may also be utilised for coOective rehabili- 
tation measures, like selling up vocational training and pro- 
duction Centres, Organi.sat]onal assistance for development 
of large and contiguous tracts of land or development of any 
other economic activity for the benefit of families of service- 
men killed in action or disabled permanently or for creation 
of endowments for higher specialised education for their 
children, not covered oi’ financed under any other scheme of 
the Central or State Governments. 

4. Assets of the Fund. — (1) The Fund referred to in Sche- 
dule ‘A’ shall be constituted with the initial contribution of 
rupees five crores from the National Defence Fund. (2) The 
as.scts of the Fund shall also include, in addition to the 
above — 

(i) Further contributions to the Fund from the National 

Defence Fund or from the Central Government : 

(ii) donations from public or private organisations or 

members of the public ; 

(iii) contributions received from time to time from the 

State Governments or the Governments of the 

Union territories. 

(iv) any other donations in kind ; 
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(v) voluntaiy endowments from public or private organi- 
sations, or from members of the public ; and 

(vij income from the assets of the Fund, 

5. Vesting of a.ssets. — Out of the initial assets of rupees 
five crores, a .sum of rupees four crores shall be \c3ted in the 
Treasurer of Charitnlilc Endowments for India. The balance 
will be invested as shown in para 16 below. 

6. IMunagenieiit. — (1) The Treasurer of Charitable Endow- 
ments foi- India shall not act in the management or adminis- 
tration of the Fund. (2) The management and administra- 
tion of the Fund shall rest with the Managing Committee, 
subject to any general or special directions given by the 
Central Government. 

7. Managing Committee. — For the management and admi- 
nistration of the Fund, a Managing Committee shall be cons- 
tituted with the following persons, namely ; — 

Chairman 

(1) Mini.ster of Defence. 

Vice-Chairman 

(2) Principal Secretary, Ministry of Defence. 

Members 

(3) Chief of the Army Staff 

(4) Chief of the Naval Staff 

(5) Chief of the Air Staff 

(6) Financial Adviser, Ministi y of Finance (Defence; 

(7) Additional Secretary, Ministry of Defence 

(8) Joint Secretary, Prime Minister’s Secretariat, 

(9) Joint Secretary in charge of Resettlement of Ex- 

Sorvicemen, Ministry of Defence. 

and 

(10) Two members out of which one shall be a lady, 
to be nominated by the Chairman. 


Member Secretary 

(11) Director, Central Organisation, Ministry of Defence. 

8. Tenure of Membership i — (1) When a person becomes a 
member of the Managing Committee by virtue of the office 
or appointment he holds, his membership shall terminate 
when ne ceases to hold such office or appointment ; (2) Subject 
to clause (1), the tenure of nominated members of the 
Managing Committee shall be two years, provided that a 
member shall be eligible for re-nomination as member. 

9. Application of the Fond. — Subject to the provisions of 

the Charitable Endowments Act, 1890 (6 of 1890), the 

Managing Committee shall have the power to control and 
administer the Fund and to invest the same or any part 
thereof as it may consider necessary having regard to the 
objects of the Fund ; 

Provided that : — 

(a) the rate of interest for loans shall be the rate fixed 
by the Managing Committee ; 


(b) the Fund shall not normally be used to finance any 
scheme, the provision of which is entirely the res-, 
. ponsibiiity of the Central Government or State 
Governments Or Union territories according to rules 
or in accordance with a sanctioned scheme. 
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10. Conduct of Business (1) I'he Managing Committee 

may meet for the conduct of business, adjourn and otherwise 

gulate its meeting and proceedings as may be determined 
by the bye-laws to be framed by the said Committee; (.2) The 
(morum for a meeting of the Managing Committee shall be 
three members personally present at the Meeting and a 
Meeting of the Managing Committee at which a quorum is 

esent shall be competent to exercise all or any other func- 
tions of the said Committee. (3) The meeting shall be pre- 
ided over by the Chairman or, in his absence, by the Vice- 
Chairman of the Managing Committee. In ease the Chairman 
and the Vice-Chairman arc not present in a meeting, it shall 
be presided over by an official membar elected at the metting. 
(4) Tvery matter shall be determined hy a majority of votes 
of the members present and voting. The Member Secretary 
shall have no right to vote. In case of equality of votes the 
matter shall be decided according to the casting vote of the 
Chairman of the Committee or meeting, as the case may be. 

11. Framing of byc-)aw,s. — The Managing Committee may 
make bye-laws for the regulation, management and any other 
purpose connected with the execution of the Fund and the 
trust thereof and alter, vary or rescind the same from time 
to time. 

12. Appointment of Sub-Committees. — (1) The Managing 
Committee, for the purpose of implementing its policies, 
may appoint an Executive Committee formed from amongst 
its members. (2) It may also appoint one or more Advisory 
Comrnittcc formed from among.st its members or their repre- 
sentatives or such persons including non-olBcials as may be 
co-opted as members or advisers to scrutinize schemes or 
other proposals for assistance from the Fund and submit them 
with its recommendations to the Managing Committee and to 
advise the Managing Committee on other matters connected 
with the administration of the Fund, 

13. Right to transfer the Fund.— -The Managing Committee 
shall have the right to transfer any part of the Fund to 
any other society or a.ssociation or organisation established 
for the promotion of objects similar to the objects of the 
Fund : 

Provided that prior approval of the Central Government 
shall be obtained before such transfer, 

14. Members of the Managing Committee not entitled to 
remunerations. — Members of the Managing Committee shall 


not be entitled to any remunerations — 

Provided that the non-olildal members may be reimbursed 
travelling expenses to the extent decided by the 
Managing Committee, 

15. Appointment of Staff. — The Ministry of Defence shall 
arrange for provision of the necessary staff for the work 
connected with the Fund. 

1 6. Deposit and Investment of Moneys. — ^The balance of the 
Fund, ieft after transfer of rupees four crores to the Treasurer 
Charitable Endowments for India, shall be invested by the 
Managing Committee. It may keep the balance of the 
Money in one or more accounts at the State Bank of India 
or any of its subsidiaries or any Nationalised /Scheduled Bank, 
the deposits in which, according to last annual balance sheet 
are not less than Rs. 10 crores. 

17. Operation of accounts.— The accounts of the Fund shall 
be operated, on behalf of the Managing Committee, jointly 
by the official appointed as Member-Secretary of the Fund 
and Joint Secretary in-charge of Resettlement of Ex-service- 
men, Ministry of Defence who is ex-officio Member of the 
Managing Committee or such other two officers as may be 
nominated by the Chairman of the Managing Committee, 

18. Accounts and Audit. — (1) Regular accounts shall be 
kept of all moneys and properties belonging to the Fund and 
shall be audited by a firm of Chartered Accountants or any 
other recognised auditor as may be appointed by the Manag- 
ing Committee. (2) The Auditor shall intcr-alia also certify 
that the expenditure from the Fund has been correctly incur- 
red in accordance with the objects of the Fund and the 
bye-laws framed by the Managing Committee for the regula- 
tion and management of the Fund. 

19. Periodical Reports — Annual Reports showing the Sche- 
mes financed from the Fund, and the annual audited state- 
ment of accounts shall be rendered to the Central Govern- 
ment by the Member-Secretary of the Fund after the close 
of the financial year, but not later than six months thereafter.
